ton, it seems in order to remind ‘the 
reading public, and influential critics 
such as journalists, senators, congress- 
men, and several former CIA employ- 
ees, that the National- Security Act of 
1947, established the CIA v for the pur- 
pose of performing two functions: 

(1) To maintain a continuous reading 
on the intentions and capabilities of 
our opposition (and friends as well) in 
order to provide the United States gov- 
ernment with a realistic basis for for- 
mulating a variable U.S. foreign pol- 
e-icy. This meant operating on a global 

, basis and hence the far-flung CIA In- 
,,,, telligence operations, reaching into ev- 
'■ ery country in the world. 

(2) To establish a counter-intelli- 
gence network on a global basis to 
idenitfy opposition agents, to monitor 
their activities, and to neutralize them, 
in order to prevent the intentions, ca- 
pabilities, and secrets of the United 
States government from being pene- 
trated and known to the opposition. 
(The Counter-Intelligence Division also 
has an internal agency function, i.e. to 
prevent leakage of information con- 
cerning/the identity of CIA personnel 
and CIA methods.)
